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ORDINANCE NO. 91-25 


AN ORDINANCE OP THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OP PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 

AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 90-45 (CODE ENFORCEMENT 
CITATION SYSTEM ORDINANCE), AS FOLLOWS: 

AMENDING SCHEDULE "A" BY ADDING CODE 
PROVISIONS 500.35.1 (INSTALLATION, 
MAINTENANCE, IRRIGATION AND REPLACEMENT OF 
VEGETATION), CODE PROVISION 500.36.D.3.b TVND G 
(VEGETATION PERMIT CONDITIONS), AND CODE 
PROVISION 500.3.D.E.H (EXCAVATION, REMOVAL OP 
FILL, PERMIT REQUIREMENTS); ADDING CODE 
PROVISION 400.2(D) (VIOLATION OF A CEASE AND 
DESIST (OR STOP WORK) ORDER; ADDING CODE 
PROVISION 23-99, 23-100 (COMMERCIAL USE OP 
RIGHT-OF-WAY PROHIBITED WITHOUT PERMIT); 

ADDING LANGUAGE TO SECTION 6(4), THAT WILL 
ALLOW ADDITIONAL CODE PROVISIONS TO BE ADDED 
TO SCHEDULE "A”; CHANGING THE CLASSIFICATION 
OP SECTION 24 (PALM BEACH COUNTY SIGN CODE) TO 
MAKE A VIOLATION OF THIS ORDINANCE A CLASS III 
FINE OF $125.00 DOLLARS; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL 
OP LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE 
CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; PROVIDING FOR AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, Section 162.21, Florida Statutes, permits local 
governing bodies to establish a Code Enforcement Citation System; 
and 


WHEREAS, a Citation System will permit the assessment of 
civil penalties against persons violating County ordinances as 
specified in Schedule "A", attached hereto; and 

WHEREAS, a Code Enforcement Citation System will promote, 
protect and improve the health, safety and welfare of the citizens 
of Palm Beach County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 

COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA that: 

THE CODE AND LAWS AND ORDINANCES OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 
FLORIDA, ORDINANCE NO. 90-45, CODE ENFORCEMENT CITATION 
SYSTEM ORDINANCE, IS HEREBY AMENDED TO ADD THE FOLLOWING 
IN THE APPROPRIATE ORDER: 

Section 6. PENALTIES 

1. A violation of a Code or Ordinance is civil infraction. 

2. There is established a maximum civil penalty not to 
exceed $500.00 per violation. 

3. Any person who has committed a civil infraction and does 
not contest the citation shall be assessed a penalty less than the 
maximum allowed. 

4. The violations and penalties for uncontested violations 
are set forth in the attached uniform fine schedule^nd 
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incorporated herein as Schedules "A” and "Al”. The substantive 
code provisions to Schedule *'A” mav be added or deleted bv

5. Repeat violations will be assessed fines in the next 
higher class as specified in Schedule "Al". Third time offenses 
will be considered Class IV violations, or an additional amount of 
$100.00 will be assessed, whichever is greater. 

6. Any person who willfully refuses to sign and accept a 
violat - i - on citation issued by a Code Enforcement Officer shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor of the second degree , as provided by 
Section 162.21(6) Florida Statutes, and punishable by a fine not to 
exceed $500.00 or by imprisonment in the County jail not to exceed 
60 days or by both fine and imprisonment. 


Section 7. COUNTY COURT JURISDICTION 


1. The County Court in and for the Fifteenth Judicial 
Circuit shall hear charges of code violations pursuant to the 
issuance of citations. 

2. Any person so charged may contest the citation in the 
County Court. 


Section 8. PROVISIONS SUPPLEMENTAL 


The provisions of this Ordinance are additional and 
supplemental means of enforcing County Codes and Ordinances. 
Nothing contained in this Ordinance shall prohibit enforcement by 
any other means. 


Section 9. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 


All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provisions of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. 


Section 10. SEVERABILITY 


If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this ordinance.

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The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The Sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance” may be 
changed to "section", "article", or any other appropriate word. 

Section 12. EFFECTIVE DATE 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
